The home would have been occu- 
pied by young adults with mild 
mental disabilities such as ADHD, 
Bipolar disorder, mild retardation, 
learning disabilities, depression as 
well as recovering addicts that have 
no other support system. Young 
adults ages 18-30 who are supported 
by the government and might be 
able to make it on their own if given 
the right support system could have 
lived in the home. 


The Barnes, who are young adult 
leaders at the Resurrection Life 
Center, said they grew tired of see- 
ing the disabled taken advantage of 
by guardians, caregivers or ‘others. 
They still see the need and won’t 
give up hope to help guide young 
adults onto living better lives. 

“There are millions of these 
young adults out there every day 
that are taking their medications and 
doing very well,’ Cindy Barnes 
said, “This is for their care and their

Board joins battle to save Shawono Center

Shawono Center employees are 
gathering support from local offi- 
cials and the community ina fight to 
keep the facility with a proven suc- 
cess for treating wayward young- 
sters from closure. 

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners at its regular month- 
ly mecting last week, agreed to send 
a resolution of opposition to state 


lawmakers who are considering 
closing the juvenile delinquent 
treatment center as they deal with a 
state budget crisis. 

In February, Michigan Gov. Rick 
Snyder announced that the Shawono 
Center, which is located on Howes 


Lake Road about six miles west of 


Grayling, will potentially be closed 
as part of a two-year plan to address 
slate budget woes. 

Todd Serby, a clinical school 


social worker, and Mark Golnick, a 
youth specialist: supervisor, at the 
Shawono Center, have been lobby- 
ing local and state officials to keep 
the facthity open and jobs in the 
communily, 

Serby said Snyder and Michigan 
Department of Human Services 
(DHS) high brass misrepresented 
the utilization of the Shawono 
Center in February, when they said 
only 22 youth were enrolled in its 


programs. 

The Shawono Center has the 
capability of having up to 40 juve- 
nile delinquents in treatment and 
education programs. 

The center will have 28 young- 
sters housed there in April and 
judges are considering potential 
placements based on plans pending 
for the facility. 

“We really could casily be at 90

tions for a state Land, Water 
and Conservation Grant and 
a Michigan Natural 
Resources Trust Fund grant. 
The Departinent of Natural 
Resources (DNR) adminis- 
ters both grants. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said the county. would be 
eligible for up to a $200,000 
if the county provides a 
$100,000 match. The coun- 
ty, however, would only 
accept one grant offer if 
they were successful, 

Last year, high construc- 
tion bids forced — the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners to put the 
brakes on plans to relocate 
Grayling Little League ball 
fields 

The county commission- 
ers agreed to spend up to 
$250,000 in hopes of getting 
the DNR grants. 

Lite League officials 
have concerns with kids rid- 
ing their bikes on North 
Down River Road, balls 
leaving the playing field and 
going into the road, traffic 
and a lack of parking. The 
fields are also located on a 
former dump site and 
chunks of glass often come 
up to the surface. 

Last year, construction 
bids for field retocation 
ranged from $243,000 to 
$362,000. County officials 
received the information as 
it was forced to layoff two 
employees and trim an addi- 
tional $100,000 to balance 
its budget for the current fis- 


cal year. Because of the high 
costs, county commission- 
ers decided to shelve plans 
for the project. 

Compo said the county’s 
chances of getting funding 
are slim because the DNR 
grants have been prioritized 
this year to fund construc- 
tion of trails, creation. of: 
wildlife and ecological cor- 
ridors and acquisition. of 
property for winter deer 
yards and for projects in 
urban areas. 

But Compo stressed that 
the county will never know 
if tt would get funds to 
move the field relocation 


project forward if offictals 


don’t throw their name in 
the hat. 

“The only thing I’m sure 
of is we'll get nothing if we 
don’t apply,” he said, 

County Commissioner 
Linda Munsey, who is serv- 
ing her first year on the 
county board, questioned 
the history of moving the 
ball fields and spending tax- 
payer money on the project 
since youth sports leagues 
charge fees to attend the 
games, 

“If the taxpayers pay 
money to go tnto this, 1 just 
don’t think they should have 
pay to go out there,” she 
said, 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, said county 
officials want to create a 
space where youth can safe- 
ly recreate and families 


could spend time. Over 400 
youth are involved in Little 
League baseball and softball 
programs. The Grayling 
Redskins football league, 
Crawtord AuSable Soccer 
Association and Grayling 
Little League have fields at 
the sports complex, The 
property was formerly. the 
Crawford County 
Fairgrounds. 

“The goal of the board - 
and tt has been for some 
time - is to try with all our 
means to expand the use of 
that property for the chil- 
dren and the youth in the 
community,” Stephenson 
said. 

Stephenson added that 
fees paid to altend games go 
toward league operations 
and expenses. He said hav- 
ing multiple sports fields in 
the community creates an 
economic opportunity for 
restaurants, gas stations, 
hotels and motels when 
games and tournaments are 
held. 

Munsey acknowledged 
the safety concerns of dri- 
ving by the current Little 
League fields. 

“It’s not even safe to even 
drive by there when they are 
playing,” she said. 

Compo said the field relo- 
cation would entail many 
phases, including construc- 
tion of rest rooms and con- 
cession stands. 

“ICs certainly a long 
process and it’s not a cheap 
process,” he said.

percent capacity in a short 
order, which again shows 
you our flexibility and 
shows that judges are still 
wanting to place youth 
with us,” Serby said. 

Golnick added that 
enrollment at the Shawono 
Center was down because 
the staff was planning to 
bring females to the center 
when Snyder announced 
his plans to slash the state 
budget. A facility, which 
housed females in Adrian, 
was recently closed. Those 
youngsters are being 
placed in privately run 
treatment centers or other 
state run facilities. 

Currently, there are three 
DHS run facilities that 
house juvenile delinquents. 
The Bay Pines Center in 
Escanaba is a co-ed rest- 
dential facility with 40 
beds and operates on a $5.6 
million budget. The Maxey 
Training Center, located in 
Whitmore Lake, has a cur- 
rent population of 40 male 
delinquents and operated 
on a $13.3 million budget. 
By comparison, the 
Shawono Center has 40 
beds, 36 for residential 
treatment and four beds for 
detention for local law 
enforcement and courts, 
operates on a $5.4 million 
budget. 

Last year, Golnick said 
the Shawono Center 
returned $200,000 to the 
state budget and has operat- 


ed under budget for the last 
five years. 

The Nokomis Challenge 
Center, a juvenile detention 
center located in 
Prudenville, was closed last 
year. Camp Lehman, a 
prison which operated in 
Crawford County for 61 
years, was closed in 2009, 

“There’s a need under 
federal law and the state is 
supposed to take care of 
these kids,’ Golnick said. 
“They have been picking 
these places off left and 
right.” 

Despite DHS announce- 
ments that it would try to 
relocate employees with 
other state — agencies, 
Golnick said no such plans 
exist. Of the employees 
who worked at the 
Nokomis Challenge 
Center, 17 people are 
employed at the Shawono 
Center, five families moved 
from Michigan, SIX 
employees found jobs in 
DHS county offices, five 
employees found jobs 
the private sector and 10 
percent of the employecs 
remain unemployed. 

In Crawford County, 
closing the  Shawono 
Center could result in the 
loss of 48 jobs, loss of state 
funding for 25 students for 
the Crawford AuSable 
School District and could 
take five to 10 homes off 
the tax rolls. 

Serby said state officials 
are not considering the 


manpower and fuel costs of 
law enforcement and case 
workers traveling to centers 
at opposite ends of the state 
when there is currently 
enough funds to operate the 
three facilities. 

“The need is still there,” 
Serby said. “It’s politics at 
this point, not necessarily 
dollars and cents.” 

Rep. Peter Pettallia, R- 
Presque Isle, and Sen. John 
Moolenaar,  R-Midland, 
both paid visils to Shawono 
Center to tour the facility 
and learn about programs 
offered. 

Shawono Center employ- 
ees have been lobbying 
state lawmakers, who are 
on the appropriations com- 
mittee for the DHS, to keep 
the facility open. 

Serby said that some 
youth discharged from the 
Nokomis Challenge Center 
ended up in homeless shel- 
ters. Over 400 youngsters, 
who have the potential lo 
be rehabilitated, are in 
prison. It will be up to the 
hometown judges where 
the youth have been sen- 
tenced and not the DHS to 
determine if they are 
placed in public or private 


‘lockup. 


Shawono Center officials 
said that Snyder’s plan 
calls for the Bureau of 
Juvenile Justice to maintain 
100 public beds for juve- 
nile delinquents. The 
Maxey Training Facility 
has the capacity for 80 


male juvenile delinquents, 
but Snyder’s plan calls for 
only maintaining 60 beds. 
The three facilities com- 
bined can maintain the 
allotment of beds needed, 
giving them = flexibility 
when the amount of juve- 
nile delinquents needed to 
kept in public run centers 
increases, 

The county board agreed 
to send their resolution of 
opposition to Snyder and 
state lawmakers as a board 
and as individual commis- 
sioners. 

“IP they dow t get treat- 
ment at a younger age it 
Just goes on and on and you 
see the cost later down the 


line,” said Dave 
Stephenson, chairman of 
the Crawford County 


Board of Commissioners, 
“Someone ts going to end 
up paying, maybe at the 
cost of a young man’s or 
young woman’s life or 
lives.” 

Crawtord County Sheriff 
Kirk Wakefield said it is a 
shame that state lawmakers 
continue to take a whack at 
northern Michigan with tts 
budget axe and reduces law 
enforcement’s ability to 
rehabilitate youth. 

“We're going lo be a bar- 
ren wasteland if they keep 
this up,” Wakeficld said. 
“We just can’t afford to 
lose 45 good paying jobs in 
this community when it 
could be averted.”

“We were happy to see a 
lot of people from the com- 
munity that care about their 
community,” Barnes sard. 

Barnes and her husband 
are considering adding on to 
their home to provide hous- 


ing for those in need. The 
couple has also been 
approached about other 


homes and locations for the 
facility they dream of pro- 
viding. 

Larry Curriston, vice 
chairman of the Cry of 
Grayling’s Planning 
Conunission, said there 
were loo many Unanswered 
questions about the home 
for the planners to approve 
the zoning use change. 

“Nobody was quite sure 
what they were getting into 
there,” he said. 

Meanwhile, the Hanson 
House remains on the mar- 
ket and will hopefully be 


purchased soon for a home 
or business, Wyman said. 

Wyman is also a member 
of the Grayling Planning 
Commission, but abstained 
from the discussions and 
vote regarding the Barnes’ 
conditional land use permit. 

Wyman said he was very 
disappointed to see the plan- 
ning mecting turn into a 
public debate between the 
Barnes and the neighboring 
residents. He said that he 
thought proceedings got out 
of order and should of have 
been corrected while still 
allowing people to express 
their input. 

“We have that right and 
that’s an American right,” 
Wyinan said. 

Wyman said he appreciat- 
ed the Barnes’ faith and 
what they are trying to do 
and believes a helping home 
would be an asset to the 
community.

STATE HOLIDAYS - Official 
state holidays in Michigan are 
New Year's Day, Martin Luther 
King Day, Presidents Day, 
Memorial Day, Independence Day, 
Labor Day, Election Day (in even 
numbered years), Veterans Day, 
Thanksgiving Day, Day after 
Thanksgiving, Christmas Eve, 
Christmas Day and New Year’s 
Eve. 

So many paid holidays are the 
kind of perks which make public 
employment attractive as a place 
to work, regardless of pay levels, 
retirement, insurance and other 


benefits. 

Most state and local govern- 
ments across the nalion average 
about 11 paid holidays annually, 
federal employees have 10 paid 
holidays, and the private sector 
averages 8.1 paid holidays, 
according to the Bureau of Labor 
Stalistics. 

The holiday schedule represents 
the sort of benefit which many 
non-public employee tax payers 
question. 

Outside of the actual payroll - a 
day’s pay for a day not worked — 
the most expense of holidays 
comes from extra compensation 
paid to workers in vital security 
areas, such as prison, police and 
instituttons, estimated by the 
Michigan Civil Service 
Commission at about $22.8 mil- 
lion for the 2008 calendar year.

Outdoor activities are fun 
but keep an eye to the sky 


As Michigan Severe 
Weather Awareness Week, 
March 27 through April 2, 
approaches, residents 
should remember to keep an 
eye to the sky when attend- 
ing outdoor events. 

“With hundreds of fun 
outdoor activities each year 
throughout Michigan, it 1s 
important to know what do 
if you are outside and severe 
weather strikes,” said Rich 
Pollman, Chair of — the 
Michigan Committee for 
Severe Weather Committee. 

Remember the following 
when you are attending oul- 
side events: 

Check the weather fore- 
cast before leaving your 
house. 

When you arrive check 
around for the nearest shel- 
ter. 

Seek shelter when you 
first hear thunder, see dark 
threatening clouds develop- 
ing overhead or lightning. 
Count the seconds between 
the time you see lightning 
and hear the thunder. You 
should already be in a safe 
location if that time is less 
than 30 seconds. 

If you can’t find a shelter, 
get into a fully enclosed 
vehicle. Put your head 
down below the windows, 
covering it with your hands 
or blanket. 

Stay inside until 30 min- 
utes after you last hear thun- 
der. Lightning can strike 
more than LO miles away 
from any rainfall. 


To assist those planning 
outdoor events, the 
Michigan Committee for 
Severe Weather Awareness 
has developed a brochure to 
help develop an emergency 
plan those organizing farm- 
ers’ markets, fairs and con- 
certs. It is avatlable on the 
website, www.imcswa.com. 

In 2010, tornadoes and 
thunderstorms resulted in 
one death, 22 injuries and 
$360 million in damages in 
Michigan. Flooding caused 
another $7 in damages. 

it is important — for 
Michiganians to be familiar 
with severe weather alerts. 
A tornado watch or severe 
thunderstorm watch simply 
means that severe thunder- 
storms and tornadoes are 
possible. Residents should 
gather a first aid kit, flash- 
light and portable radio or 
their emergency supply kit. 
They should monitor the 
weather through local tele- 
vision, radio or NOAA 
weather radio. 

A tornado warning means 
that a tornado has been 
sighted or is indicated on 
Doppler Radar. Go imme- 
diately to the basement or a 
small interior room on the 
lowest level. Keep away 
from chimneys and win- 
dows. Leave mobile homes 
and find shelter in a sturdy 
building. 

When a_ thunderstorm 
warming is issued for your 
area, get indoors immedi- 
ately and do not use the 


telephone or electrical 
appliances. Keep away 
from windows. Do not take 
shelter in sheds or under 
isolated trees. If you are out 
boating and swunming, get 
to Jand and find a sturdy 
shelter immediately. 

To prepare for severe 
weather, the Michigan 
Committee for Severe 
Weather Awareness sug- 
gests that you: 

Plan ahead. Be sure 
everyone in your household 
knows where to go and 
what to do in case of severe 
weather, Make plans for 
those who may have trouble 
getting to shelter. 

Have emergency supplies 
on hand, including a_bat- 
tery-operated radio, a flash- 
light and a fresh supply of 
batteries. 

Know the shelter Joca- 
tions in public buildings, 
such as work, schools and 
shopping centers. 

Make a list of houschold 
furnishings and other items. 
Take photographs of each 
room. Store the list and 
photos in safe place. 

Have an emergency com- 
munication plan. Know 
how to reach family and 
friends if you are unable to 
meet al home. 

Create an emergency plan 
for your pets.

Phone scam 
consumer alert 


Crawford County  resi- 
dents should be aware of a 
phone scam that originated 
on the West Coast, which 
could leave you with high 
phone bills. It starts when 
scamimers call you pretend- 
ing to be with your local 
police department, the 
Sheriff’s Office, another 
public safely agency or hos- 
pital. They make up a story 
about your child or other 
loved one being hurt in an 
accident and ask you to call 
the officer “at the scene” by 
dialing *72 and a phone 
number they provide. 

Sheriff Wakefield) warns 
area residents not to do this! 
“Crawford County Sheriff’s 
deputies will never instruct 
anyone to dial a phone 
number beginning with *72 
fo receive ‘on scene’ acci- 
dent information about their 
loved ones,” said Sheriff 
Wakefield. 

When you dial *72 at the 
beginning of a call you can 
activate call forwarding, if 
you subscribe to it. All 
calls to your phone number 
will then be forwarded to 
the phone number the 
scammers gave you. When 
this happens, you may be 
billed long — distance 
charges, pay-per-call 


charges and collect call 
charges, if applicable. All 


calls will continue to be for- 
warded until this feature is 
turned off. (In most cases 
*73 stops call forwarded 
but it can vary from carrier 
to carrier.) 

You may have call for- 
warding as a feature of your 
landline or wireless service. 
If you are unsure tf you 
have it, ask your phone 
company. Not all call for- 
warding is activated by *72. 
If you have call forwarding 
Sheriff Wakefield suggests 
you find out how to use it, 
as well as all your other ser- 
vices so that you can avoid 
becoming a victim of this 
type of scam. 

If this does happen to 
you, call your phone com- 
pany to dispute the charges. 
They may advise you to file 
a police report and/or con- 
tact the Atorney General’s 
complaint line.
